FOR  THE  QUARTER  ENDED 


31st  DECEMBER,  1933. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

1.  The  vital  statistics  for  the  past  quarter  were  again  satisfactory,  the  total  death-rate  being 
equal  to  10.7  per  1,000  population  compared  with  9.7  in  the  previous  quarter  and  11.7  in  the  corres- 
ponding quarter  of  1932. 

2.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  equal  to  83  per  1,000  births  registered  compared  with  71  in 
the  preceding  quarter  and  94  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1932. 

3.  A further  increase  was  recorded  in  the  zymotic  diseases  death-rate,  the  rate  for  the  past 
quarter  being  0.71  per  1,000  population  compared  with  0.54  and  0.26  respectively  in  the  immediately 
preceding  quarters.  This  increase  during  the  past  quarter  is  largely  due  to  the  greater  number 
of  deaths  registered  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  measles. 

4.  Tlie  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (0.63)  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  during  any 
of  the  previous  quarters  of  the  past  year,  and  is  only  slightly  higher  than  that  for  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  1932  (0.60). 

5.  The  lowest  total  death-rates  during  the  quarter  occurred  in  the  Barnard  Castle  (4.9)  and  Tow 
Law  (6.8)  urban  districts  and  in  the  Hartlepool  (6.0)  and  Darlington  (7.6)  rural  districts  ; while  the 
districts  with  the  highest  mortality  statistics  were  the  Jarrow  (13.7)  and  Stanley  (13.5)  urban 
districts  and  the  Weardale  (13.3)  and  Barnard  Castle  (13.1)  rural  districts. 

6.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  total  death-rates  during  the  past  quarter  in  the  Jarrow  and 
Chester-le -Street  urban  districts  exceed  the  birth  rates  for  those  districts,  while  in  the  Stanhope 
urban  and  the  Weardale  rural  districts  these  two  rates  were  equal. 

7.  There  was  a further  dechne  in  the  birth-rate  for  the  past  quarter,  which  was  equal  to  15.6 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  17.8  in  the  preceding  quarter  and  18.9  in  the  June  quarter. 
This  rate  for  the  past  quarter  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  during  any  quarter  in  this  administrative 
county. 


8.  The  following  statement  gives  the  uncorrected  vital  statistics  for  the  administrative  county 
for  the  year  1933,  and  in  order  that  a comparison  may  be  made  the  corrected  figures  for  the  two

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  that  the  vital  statistics  for  the  past  year  compare  favourably 
with  those  for  the  two  previous  years  and  can  be  legarded  as  very  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

9.  There  was  a further  considerable  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  past 
quarter,  2,467  cases  being  notified  compared  with  1,210  in  the  preceding  quarter  and  938  in  the  June 
quarter.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  report  that  the  disease  was  prevalent  in 
practically  every  district  in  the  administrative  county.  An  increase  was  also  recorded  in  the  mortaUty 
figures,  33  deaths  being  registered  compared  with  8 in  the  previous  quarter,  the  case  mortality  rate 
being  1.34  per  cent,  compared  with  0.66  per  cent.  The  highest  mortality  occurred  in  the  Felling 
(7)  and  Stanley  (6)  urban  districts,  the  case  mortality  rates  being  5.74  per  cent,  and  3.92  per  cent, 
respectively. 

10.  Diphtheria  was  also  very  much  more  prevalent  during  the  past  quarter,  524  cases  being 
reported  compared  with  224  in  the  preceding  quarter.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  Annfield 
Plain,  Benfieldside,  Chester-le-Street,  Houghton-le-Spring,  Leadgate,  Stanley,  and  Tanfield  urban 
districts  and  in  the  Lanchester  rural  district.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  also  increased  from  8 
in  the  previous  quarter  to  26  during  the  past  quarter,  the  case  mortality  rates  for  these  two  quarters 
being  3.57  per  cent,  and  4.97  per  cent,  respectively.  The  highest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the 
Benfieldside  urban  district  (4)  the  case  mortality  rate  being  equal  to  12.90  per  cent. 

1 1 . Enteric  fever  notifications  numbered  1 1 compared  with  26  in  the  preceding  quarter.  Three 
deaths  were  registered  during  the  quarter  compared  with  1 in  the  previous  quarter. 

12.  There  were  2 notifications  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  33  notifications  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  compared  with  5 and  21  respectively  in  the  previous  quarter.  During  the  quarter  9 cases 
were  admitted  to  hospitals  under  the  county  scheme  and  the  services  of  consultants  w'ere  utilised 
in  5 cases. 

13.  The  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  received  during  the  quarter  was 
22  compared  with  24  in  the  preceding  quarter.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  under  the  county 
scheme  was  provided  in  respect  of  one  case. 

14.  The  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  cerebio  spinal  fever  received  was  8 which  is  one  less 
than  in  the  previous  quarter.  Three  deaths  were  registered  compared  with  2 in  the  previous  quarter 
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15.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  measles  was  35  compared  with  7 in  the  previous 
quarter  ; while  the  deaths  from  whooping  cough  numbered  14  compared  with  7 in  the  previous 
qiiarter.  Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  of  age  was  responsible  for  53  deaths  compared  with 
95  in  the  preceding  quarter. 


CLERICAL  STAFF. 

16.  The  following  member  of  my  clerical  staff  has  been  absent  from  duty  during  the  quarter 
on  account  of  sickness  : — 

Miss  E.  N.  Simpson,  from  8th  to  13th  December,  inclusive, 
and  I recommend  that  she  be  granted  sick  leave  with  salary  in  accordance  with  the  county 
arrangement,  less  National  Health  Insurance  benefit. 


VACCINATION. 

17.  No.  6 (Heivorth)  District. — have  received  the  resignation  of  Dr.  R.  R.  Lishman,  Public 
Vaccinator  for  this  District,  which  comprises  the  parish  of  Heworth,  his  resignation  to  take  effect 
on  the  31st  October,  1933,  and  I have  appointed,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
Dr.  J.  D.  Wh5rte  of  South  View,  Felling-on-Tyne,  as  his  successor  on  the  same  scale  of  fees  as  applied 
to  Dr.  Lishman,  the  appointment  to  date  from  1st  November,  1933. 

In  accordance  with  Minute  No.  31  of  the  County  Health  Committee,  dated  13th  April,  1933 
and  the  Minute  of  the  County  Council,  dated  8th  November,  1933,  I have  made  the  following 
appointments  to  take  effect  as  from  the  1st  November,  1933,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Miruster 
of  Health  : —

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

26.  During  the  past  quarter  tuberculous  disease  was  reported  on  104  premises,  and  on  inspection 
•disease  was  found  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  to  exist  on  82  of  these  premises.  The  total  number 
of  animals  examined  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  was  2802  and  of  these  21  were  repoided  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  1 suffering  from  tuberculous  emaciation  and  65  as  having  chronic 
cough  and  showing  definite  clinical  signs  of  tubercxilosis.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
on  account  of  tuberculosis  was  87  and  it  was  found  on  post-mortem  examination  that  27  had  tuber- 
culosis of  the  udder,  1 tuberculous  emaciation,  and  59  proved  to  be  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis. 
Of  the  total  animals  inspected,  1624  were  cows  in  milk  ; of  these  92  were  reported  as  diseased,  and 
the  presence  of  disease  was  confirmed  in  77  cases  by  post-mortem  examination.  During  the  three 
months  8 samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  baciUi  3 of  which  were  found  to  be  positive. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

27.  During  the  past  quarter  the  Veterinary  Officers  visited  1214  farms  and  examined  12256 
animals  in  the  course  of  their  routine  work  under  the  above  Order  as  a result  of  which  49  animals 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  were  accordingly  slaughtered.  Of  these  slaughtered 
animals  46  were  cows  in  milk.  On  post-mortem  examination  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  was  found 
to  exist  in  20  cases,  the  remainder  being  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  49  animals 
-are  included  in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.

(6)  DISCHARGES  FROM  SANATORIA  AND  HOSPITALS.— The  number  of  persons 
discharged  from  sanatoria  and  hospitals  was  262.

(17)  DEATHS. — 150  deaths  from  tuberculosis  have  been  reported  since  the  date  of  my 
last  qiiarterly  report,  viz.  ; Pulmonary,  65  males  and  65  females  ; Non-Puhnonary,  7 males  and 
13  females.  In  addition,  there  were  14  deaths  reported  from  DarMngton  County  Borough. 


(18)  SUPPLY  OF  CLOTHING  TO  NECESSITOUS  PATIENT  IN  AN  INSTITUTION.— 
Case  No.  37279  (Blaydon). — This  patient,  who  has  been  in  the  Hehnington  Row  Sanatorium  since 
the  23rd  January,  1933,  required  a complete  outfit  of  clothing,  and  as  the  patient  is  in  very  poor 
financial  circumstances  and  unable  to  provide  anything,  I instructed  the  Matron  to  supply  the  necessary 
articles  at  a cost  of  £5  6s.  lid.,  and  I shall  be  glad  if  your  Committee  will  confirm  my  action.

(2)  Travelling  expenses  amounting  to  £85  2s.  8|d.  were  paid  during  the  quarter  ended 
30th  September,  1933,  to  enable  necessitous  patients  to  attend  the  treatment  centres. 
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HEALTH  VISITORS. 

30.  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  reports  as  follows  ; — 

(1)  Sick  Leave,  Resignations,  etc. — Miss  M.  F.  Thomson  returned  to  duty  October  16th. 
The  following  who  were  on  sick  leave  last  quarter  returned  to  duty  on  the  dates  given  : — Miss  Cath- 
cart,  November  27th  ; Miss  Lupton  returned  to  duty  October  9th,  but  was  again  on  sick  leave  Nov- 
ember 1st  to  December  4th.  The  following  have  been  on  sick  leave  since  the  dates  given  and  are 
stiU  unable  to  return  to  duty  : — Miss  Butterworth,  November  13th  ; Mrs.  Gunn,  November  6th  ; 
Miss  Paul,  December  16th. 

(2)  Children  Acts,  1908-32. — 83  cases  were  under  supervision,  and  195  visits  were  paid 
during  the  quarter. 

There  appears  to  be  ignorance  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  1932  Act,  foster-parents  seem  to 
be  unaware  that  those  wishing  to  receive,  for  the  first  time,  a child  under  the  age  of  nine  years  for 
reward,  must  give  seven  days’  prehminary  notice  of  their  intention  in  writing.  In  the  case  of  any 
other  child  the  notice  must  be  given  not  less  than  forty-eight  hours  before  its  reception. 

(3)  1480  mental  defectives  were  under  supervision,  to  whom  1643  visits  were  paid  during 
the  quarter. 

(4)  The  services  of  Home  Helps  were  sanctioned  in  5 cases  during  the  quarter. 

(5)  The  number  of  families  on  mfik  assistance  on  31st  December,  1933,  was  5,347.  (The 
corresponding  number  on  the  30th  September,  1933,  was  5,317). 

(6)  The  County  Travelling  Health  Exhibition  was  on  view  four  days  in  the  Houghton- 
le-Spring  area,  and  one  day  each  at  Craghead  and  Spennymoor. 

(7)  Lectures  on  Child  Guidance. — The  Assistant  Director  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  in 
London,  Dr.  R.  Evelyn  Lucas,  gave  five  lectures  on  this  subject  on  the  3rd  and  4th  November.  The 
majority  of  the  health  visitors  and  many  other  social  workers  attended.

(9)  Midwife  No.  8855  has  resigned  her  post  as  a subsidised  midwife  at  Chester-le-Street 
to  take  effect  from  the  31st  December  last,  but  she  stiU  continues  to  practise  in  that  area  as  a private 
practitioner. 

(10)  The  subsidised  midwives  at  High  Spen,  Philadelphia,  and  Beamish  have  been  on  sick 
leave  since  the  Lst,  2nd,  and  26th  December,  respectively.  Midwife  No.  52494  has  been  granted  three 
months’  leave  without  salary  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  Midwife  No.  82865  to  act  as 
locum  during  her  absence.

35.  Water  Supply  eor  the  Conteibutory  Places  oe  Streatlam  and  Stainton. — The 
apphcation  of  the  District  Council  to  borrow  £1,800  for  thts  scheme  has  now  been  sanctioned  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  work  at  an  early  date.

46.  Westgate. — Water  mains  are  being  relaid  in  the  High  Town  District. 

47.  Eastgate. — A new  water  storage  chamber,  with  a capacity  of  5,000  gallons,  is  in  course 
of  construction.

48.  The  County  Health  Inspector  reports  that  : — 

(1)  A large  number  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  county  have  been  inspected  during 
the  past  quarter. 

(2)  There  are  several  sewage  disposal  works  in  existence  which  were  constructed  very  many 
years  ago  and  are  now  obsolete,  inefficient,  and  a continual  source  of  pollution. 

(3)  New  sewage  disposal  works  are  desirable  in  many  parts  of  the  county  and  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  elimination  of  small  works  and  the  construction  of  large  works. 


(4)  Portions  of  the  following  rivers  and  streams  have  been  inspected  : Alwent  Beck,  Derwent, 
Tees,  Wear,  Teams,  Skerne,  Gaunless,  Browney,  Deerness,  Cong  Burn,  Rainton  Burn,  Herrington 
Burn,  Old  Durham  Beck,  Pittington  Beck,  Elwick  Beck,  Rowletch  Burn,  Dipton  Beck,  Pont  Burn, 
Sacriston  Beck,  Deneburn  Beck,  Dene  Beck,  Coundon  Beck,  Howden  Burn,  Stanley  Burn,  Bradley

Beck,  Hetton  Burn,  Dinsdale  Burn,  Bishopton  Beck,  StOlington  Beck,  Heathery  Clough  Burn,  Deer- 
ness, Browney,  Teams,  Don,  Gaunless,  and  Wear. 


(8)  Moores  Burn  and  tributaries  : — A conference  with  members  and  officials  of  the  Chester-  Para.  6. 
le-Street  Rural  District  Council  Works  Committee  was  held  at  Little  Lumley  in  coimection  with  Sept.,  1933.

(11)  Stressholmes  Sewage  Disposal  Works  Examinations  of  the  effluent  at  the  outfall 
pipe  near  Skerne  Bridge  on  the  10th  and  16th  October  last,  and  also  at  a subsequent  visit,  showed 
that  the  effluent  was  greyish  to  turbid  in  colour  and  contained  quantities  of  flocculent  matter  and 
was  in  my  opinion  very  unsatisfactory.

(12)  Works  of  Sewerage  : — It  is  expected  to  commence  work  on  these  schemes  at  an 
early  date. 

(13)  Market  Place  : — The  main  outfall  sewer  has  been  extended  to  the  property  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Castle  entrance,  the  sewage  previously  discharged  into  the  Gaunless  being  treated 
at  the  Bihch ester  sewage  disposal  works. 

BRANDON  AND  BYSHOTTLES  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(14)  Browney  Sewage  Disposal  Works  An  addition  to  these  works  has  been  made 
and  the  final  effluent  prior  to  discharge  into  the  river  Browney  is  quite  satisfactory. 

(15)  Esh  Winning  Sewage  Disposal  (Joint)  Works  : — The  Clerk  of  the  District  Council 
wrote  on  the  6th  December  “ I have  to  inform  you  that  the  Esh  Winning  Sewage  works  to  which 
you  refer  have  been  completed.”  The  completion  of  this  work  removed  the  source  of  pollution 
by  untreated  sewage  previously  discharged  into  the  Deerness. 
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(16)  Waterhouses  Peivy  Conversion  Scheme  : — Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be 
made  with  the  water  carriage  system. 

CONSETT  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(17)  Stanteordham  Sewage  Works  : — The  effluent  from  these  woi’ks  discharges  into  the  Para.  60. 
river  Derwent  near  the  edge  of  the  Deneburn  Wood  and  evidence  of  sewage  fungus  was  observed  ’ 
for  a considerable  distance  downstream. 

(18)  CoNSETT  (Crookhall)  Sewage  Disposal  Works  ; — Overhauling,  removing,  and 

o6p't.> 

washing  filtering  media,  is  in  progress  at  these  works. 

(19)  Howden  Burn  : — This  Burn  discharges  into  the  River  Derwent  in  the  vicinity  of 
Howden  Wood  and  crude  sewage  was  present  on  the  date  of  inspection. 


HETTON-LE-HOLE  URBAN  AND  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

(20)  Glebe  Sewage  Farm  and  Houghton-le-Spring  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — An 
examination  of  these  works  by  the  members  of  the  Hetton-le-Hole  Urban  District  Council  has  been 
made  and  it  has  been  decided  to  increase  the  number  of  sedimentation  tanks  and  to  instal  percolatiug 
filters. 


(21)  Pollution  by  sewage  of  the  Hetton  Burn  through  the  fracture  of  the  main  outfaU  sewer 
has  been  the  cause  of  many  complaints.  A new  sewer  has  now  been  laid  and  this  work  was  com- 
pleted towards  the  end  of  October. 

HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(22)  Flint  Mill  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — -Owing  to  subsidence  and  fracture  of  the  Para.  24  (11) 
main  outfall  sewer  sewage  was  observed  in  a small  runner,  a tributary  of  the  Moores  Burn.  Remedial  1933. 
measures  are  in  progress. 


RYTON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(23)  Stella  Gut  : — This  stream  discharges  on  to  the  foreshores  of  the  River  Tyne.  For 
approximately  600  yards  it  passes  through  land  frequented  by  the  general  pubhc  and  is  in  close 
proximity  to  playing  fields,  etc.  I found  this  stream  like  an  open  sewer  and  in  appearance  it  re- 
sembled strong  sewage. 


SPENNYMOOR  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(24)  Tudhoe  Mill  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — For  some  considerable  time  there  has  been  Para.  30  (17) 
evidence  of  infiltration  at  these  works  of  large  quantities  of  grit  and  tar,  which  cause  considerable  Sept.,  1933. 
difficulties  in  the  treatment  of  sewage.  An  examination  of  the  main  sewers  was  made  on  the  8th 
November  and  a fractured  sewer  was  discovered  which  was  allowing  coal  slurry,  grit,  etc.,  to  gain 

access  to  the  main  outfaU  sewer.  This  sewer  runs  contiguous  with  the  Low  Grange  Beck,  and  the 
foundation  on  which  the  sewer  is  laid  is  being  undermined  by  the  stream.  The  foundation  is  very 
weak  and  unless  it  receives  early  attention  the  sewer  will  become  a source  of  trouble. 

(25)  Low  Grange  Beck,  Bishops  Close,  and  Red  Lion  Becks  : — -These  becks  are  cleaned  Para.  47  (13> 

annually  but  vuthin  a very  short  period  of  cleansing  they  again  become  the  dumping  grounds  for  all  1932. 

kinds  of  refuse  and  present  foul  conditions.  These  becks  run  practically  through  the  centre  of  the 

town  and  if  they  were  cleaned  and  covered  valuable  space  would  be  added  at  important  points  of 
the  district.  Otherwise,  they  wiU  always  be  dangerous  and  a menace  to  the  property  in  the  immediate 
vicinity. 


STANLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(26)  Stanley  (Hustle  Down)  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Additional  sludge  drying  beds  Para.  30  (18) 
are  in  course  of  construction  at  these  works.  Pollution  of  the  South  Moor  Beck  has  been  observed  1933. 
and  found  to  be  caused  by  the  partially  treated  sludge  hquids.

Miss  K.  Thorbom  commenced  duty  as  travelling  girl  clerk  on  the  23rd  October. 


(3)  CENTRES. 

SiLKSWORTH. — ^This  centre  was  closed  on  the  29th  November  as  the  premises  were  not  available 
on  that  day. 


(4)  HEALTH  WEEK  ACTIVITIES. 

The  voluntary  committees  in  co-operation  with  the  doctors  and  health  visitors  have,  as  in  former 
years,  organised  health  days  at  a large  number  of  the  centres.  The  County  Travelling  Exhibition 
has  been  in  much  demand.  Other  methods  of  celebrating  Health  Week  have  been  by  means  of 
special  demonstrations,  lectures,  film  displays,  competitions,  etc.  A special  feature  of  this  year’s 
efforts  has  been  the  holding  of  “ Three  Year  Old  Welcome  Parties.”  The  main  object  of  these  parties 
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was  to  stimulate  the  attendance  of  the  children  aged  3-5  years  at  the  centres.  They  were  held  in 
connection  with  15  of  the  centres,  and  were  well  attended. 


(5)  FEDERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  WORKERS. 

A meeting  was  held  in  the  Town  HaU,  Durham,  on  the  29th  November,  the  chair  was  taken  by 
Mrs.  Elhs  and  an  address  was  given  by  Miss  Cooper  Hodgson  on  the  “ Transport  of  Cripples.”  The 
meeting  was  followed  by  the  annual  tea  and  social  gathering.  Under  the  Federation  Convalescent 
Scheme  a sum  of  £180  has  again  been  subscribed  by  the  voluntary  committees  of  various  centres. 
During  the  summer  months  29  mothers  without  their  babies  and  32  mothers  with  their  children  were 
sent  away  for  a fortnight  either  to  seaside,  country  or  to  relatives.
